Most of the time a woman 
does not see her own hat, which is neverthe- 
less on constant public exhibition, seen, con- 
sciously and unconsciously, by everybody else. 
A good hat, or, as one might say, a “‘right’’ 
hat, is therefore a positive influence in the 
beautification of life in general, as well as of 
the wearer in particular.

Considerable impatience is expressed by 
public officials with the way propaganda is 
being organized nowadays to make its im- 
pression upon these men. The art of infu- 
encing such officials has become a kind of or- 
ganized game, conducted on systematic prin- 
ciples. 

Such methods are used both by those who 
have good causes to promote and those whose 
ideas are The promoters of these 
movements appeal to their followers to write 
to their congressmen and various officials. 
Form letters may be furnished which they are 
supposed to sign and forward. But as that 
method of expressing their opinion has been 
overdone, and is not very influential, it is con- 
sidered more effective if people will all write 
individual letters expressing their own ideas. 

These public men must be a good deal per- 
plexed and worried by the contrary appeals 
that pour in on them. If they take pains to 
read carefully all these letters, ?t must take 
a great deal of time.

And yet it is perfectly legitimate for any 
constituent to write to ‘these people, whe are 
after all the servants of the public. They ought 
to know the prevailing state of public, senti- 
ment, and it is hard to see how they can 
know it unless people get busy and tell them

It must take a lot of judgment to be a good 
senator or representative now, and analyze 
correctly all those appeals and form a correct 
judgment ‘about them. Many of them are tlie 
utterances of thoughtful and sincere people 
entitled to great respect. ‘If the. congressmen 
reject them indiscriminately, they will make 
a great mistake. And many are the work of 
emotional, cranky, or one-idea people. The 
best way to meet the situation is for our pub- 
lie men to become such thorough students of 
the big questions that they will be able to de- 
tect. shallow and superficial views.

But a 
gratifying change is taking place in the attitude of our 
industries, our landowners, and the American people 
toward our forests. 

The wise use of land is one of the main founda'tions 
of sound national economy. It is the corner stone ot 
national thrift. The avaste or misuse of natural re- 
sources cuts away the groundwork on which national 
prosperity is built. If we are to flourish, as a people 
and as individuals, we must neither wastefully hoard 
nor wastefully exploit, but skillfelly employ and renew 
the resources that nature has entrusted to us. America’s 
forest problem essentially is a problem involving the 
wise use of land that can and should produce crops of 
timber. 

Flourishing woodlands, however, mean more than 
timber crops, permanent industries, and an adequate 
supply of wood. They minister to our need for outdoor 
recreation; they preserve animal and bird life; they pro- 
tect and beautify our hillsidgs and feed our streams: 
they preserve the inspiring natural environment which 
has contributed so much to American character. 

Although our national progress in forestry has been 
well begun, much remains to be done through both con- 
eerted and individual effort. We must stamp out the 
forest fires which still annually sweep many wooded 
areas, destroying timber the nation can ill afford to lose 
and killing young growth needed to constitute the for- 
ests of-the future. Forest fires, caused largely by human 
indifference or carelessness, are the greatest single ob- 
stacle to reforestation and effective forest management. 

We must encourage and extend methods of timber 
cutting which perpetuate the forest. while harvesting its 
products. We must plant trees in abundance on idle 
land where ‘they ean profitably be grown. We must ex- 
amine taxation practices that may, form economic bar- 
riers to timber culture. We must encourage the exten- 
sion of forest ownership on the part of municipalities, 
counties, states, and the federal government. And we 
must take common counsel in public meetings to the end 
that the forestry problems of each region may be well 
considered and adequately met. 

Now. Therefore, I, Calvin Coolidge, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby designate the week 
of April 18-24, inclusive, 1926, as American Forest 
Week: and I recommend to the Governors of the various 
states that they also designate the week of April 18-24 
as American Forest Week and observe Arbor Day within 
jhat week wherever practicable and not in confliet with 
law or accepted custom. And I urge public officials, 
public and business organizations, industrial leaders, 
landowners, editors, educators, clergymen, and all pa- 
triotie citizens to unite in the common task of forest 
conservation and renewal. 

The action of the Canadian Government in likewise 
proclaiming the week of April 18-24, inclusive, as a 
period when the utmost stress shall be laid upon the 
problems of forest conservation and renewal, thus uni- 
fying the respective efforts of Canada and the United 
States, is an added reason why our citizens should give 
careful thought to a matter so important to both coun- 
tries. 

In Witness Whereof, I have hereunto set my hand 
and caused the seal of ‘the United States to be affixed. 

Done at the City of Washington this third day of 
March, in the year of our Lord one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-six, and of the Independence of the 
United States of America ‘the one hundred and fiftieth.

Miss -Woolley ‘has~ helped her 
college keep pace with changing 
conditions. In 1900 when she be- 
came president. there were two 
fields, only, open to women, teach- 
ing and marriage, while today 
every field virtually is theirs for 
conquest. While the past twenty- 
five years have been years of re- 
markable progress of Mt, Holyoke 
under her leadership, Miss Wool-| 
ley has in that time done inuch | 
for the world outside the college. | 

In the last five years she has 
given two services of special note. 
In 1920 she was one of five mem- 
bers of the China Educational 
Commission sent by the Foreign 
Mission Conference of North Amer- 
ica to study education in China 
and recommend a constructive pol- 
icy. During the seven months 
spent: in China she visited 500 
schools from kindergartens to col- 
leges. Last summer Miss Woolley 
was one of twenty-five delegates 
to the Institute of the-Pacific in 
Honolulu, where men and women 
from nine countries met to discuss 
the question of immigration, in- 
dustrialization in the Orient, and 
other Pacific problems. This was 
the commission in which Henry M.
